3rd. That the messengers and visitors of the Leaf 
River Association tender their heart-felt thanks to Pleasant 
Hill church and community for their kind hospitality to- 
wards us during our stay with them, and we. pray that 
God's blessings rest upon them; and 

tth. That we, the Leaf River Association, put our- 
selves on record as being im hearty sympathy with the 
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Clarke Memorial College, and that we invite its president 
to visit our churches and lay its claims before us. 

Fhe same executive committee was continued for 
another year. 

On motion, we do now adjourn to meet with Lucedale 
Baptist church, on Saturday before the third Lord's day 
in October, 1909.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 

By Christian educatio we mean. the training of the 
mind to think, to grasp, to hold. An education trains the 
mind and body. By Christian education we mean the ed- 
ucation that reaches not only the mind and body, But at 
same time reaches the heart, and brings it in sympathy 
with all that is good and noble 

There has been a vast evolution im the educational 
field in the past 25 years. More school houses and better 
ones, more teachers, more training in every department of 
school work. And after all the yast improvement, we are 
not edcating half of our people; only one out of a hundred 
of our boys and girls attend college. But with the vast in- 
telligence it has become necessary for men in every calling 
and profession in life to get ready for that work. The saw 
mill man, the merchant, the doctoy, the lawyer, the farm- 
er, mechanic, book keeper, the / Preacher. We must get 
our children ready for life, and he who fails to give. his 
child the training that this day demands, is arranging for 
that child to be drawer of water and hewer of wood for 
somebod y else. 

The school that offers the best kind of training is the 
church school: the school that stands for what the church 
stands for, and no school canor will stand for that unless 
it is owned and controlled, and backed up by the church or 
denomination. The Baptists have been the slowest people 
to build schools for themselves. The Baptists in Missis- 
sippi number nearl> 135,000 strong, and only own and op- 
erate two schools; while the Methodists number less than 
95,000 and own seven. Baptist’ people, it is God's time. 
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when he‘stretches out his hand and says: ‘Arise, Oh, Zion, 
and put on your beautiful robes, Oh, daughter of Zion.”’ 
The two schools *that are owned by the Baptists are 
Mississippi College at Clinton and Clarke Memorial College 
at Newton. Mississippi College has bean to the Baptists 
of Mississippi, a watchman on the wall, crying aloud, and 
sparing not, but one watchman could not answer for all 
the Baptists of all the State, so they have built another 
College to Strengthen Mississippi College, and this is 
Clarke Memorial College. This movement was started 
over a year, and has been signally blessed of God. We 
opened our first session September 29th, and have an en 
roliment of almost 100 now.: Thjs Association has had one 
of the Board of Directors of that College, to whom the 
property is made, therefore the College is yours. Breth- 
ren, the College needs your prayers, your sympathy, your 
patronage and your support. May we count on you. We 
recominend that this Association help to take hold of this 
College and work for its advancement. <A fruitful future 
lies before us; a vast field is ours, and God’s hand is upon 
us to guide us in his ways, and the harvest time. will 
come when we send forth young men and women trained 
for God over this State, to bring men to God. We ask 
that the Association stand close by the College and sup-

CONSTITUTION. ue 


We, the churches of Christ, having been regularly 


baptized upon a profession of faith, being convinced of the 
necessity and utility of a combination of churches of the 
same faith and order, do hereby agree to unite ourselves 
into an association upon the following principles: 

: ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


Ist. We believe in only one true and living God: and 
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that there is a trinity of persons in the Godhead: the Fath 
@, the Son and Holy Spirit; oné and the same in essence, 
equal in power and glory. 

2nd. We believethe scriptures of the Old and New 
Testamient were given by God; that they are of divine au- 
thority; that they contain the whole of the Divine will and 
purposes as revealed to man, and they are the only stand 
ard of divine truth, and the only and sufficient rule of faith 
and practice 

3rd. We believe in the fall of Adam, and in him all 
his posterity; the total corruption of man's moral ‘nature, 
and in man’s ‘inability to restore himself in to the favor of 
God. 

4th. We believe in the everlasting love of God is His 
people in the eteryal and unconditional election of all his 
spiritual children to grace and glory. 

Sth. We believe by the everlasting covenant, grace is 
treasured up in Christ to insure the generation, sanctifica 
tion, preservation and perseverance of all God's people so 
that none of them shall be finally lost 

6th. " We believe that sinners are justified in the sight 
of God only by the righteousness of Christ imputed to 
them 

7th. We believe there is one mediator between God 
and man, the man Jesus Christ who by the sanctification 
he has made by fiw and justice in becoming an offering for 
sin hath forever redeemed his people from under the 
curse of the law that:they might be accepted and beloved. 

8th. We belive that ,good work,is meritorious, that 
they are the fruits of faith and follow after justification: 
and that it is the duty of all believers to perform them 
from a principle of love. 

Sth. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, and 
a general judgement, and the happiness of righteousness 


and punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 
10th. We believe that foot washing is an example 








practiced by Christ, and that it is a duty to practice it. 
GOSPEL ORDER. 


Ist. We believe that a visible church of Christ is a 


congregation of faithful persons who have given themselves 


to the Lord, and to one another in brotherly convenant to 
keep a godly discipline agreeable to the New Testament. 

2nd. We believe that Jesus Christ ‘is the only head 
and law-giver of his church and is equally-the right and 
privilege of each member thereof. 

3rd. We believe that baptism and the Lord's Supper 
are gospel ordinance, appointed by Jesus Christ, and are to 
be continued in his church until his second coming. 

4th. We believe that immersion only is baptism; and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 

5th. We believe that nothing but regularly baptized 
church members have the right to partake of the Lord's 
Supper. 

6th. We believe that it is the duty and _ privilege of 
all believers to make a public confession of their faith to 
submit to the ordinance of the gospel, and to give them- 
selves as members of the visible church. 

7th. We believe it to be the duty of every church to 
expel from her communion every member that is immoral 
in conduct or that holds doctrines contrary to scriptures. 

RULES OF DECORUM. 

Ist This Association shall be composed of delegates 
chosen by the church to which they respectively belong 
and ‘shall be styled the Leaf River Baptist Association. 

2nd. Such delegates shall be members in good stand- 
ing, and no member under church censure shall be allowed 
a seat in the Association. 

3rd. They shall produce letters to their appointment 
by their respective churches, and stating the number bap- 
tized, received by letter, restored, dismissed, excommuni- 
cated and deceased during the preceeding associational 
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year, with the total number of fellowship and such other 
statistical matters as the Association may direct 

4th. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk 
and Treasurer, who shall be chosen annually by a majority 
of the members present; said Moderator and Treasurer 
shall be elected by ballot and shall fill their respective 
places, if absent at the succeeding Association until a new 
election takes place, and while in office shall discharge the 
duties ordinarily incident to those offices 

Sth. If new churches desire to be admitted/into the 
Association, they: shall petitition by letter and delegates, 
and if orthodox and orderly shall be received, and, the 
Moderator shall recognize them by giving their delegates 
the right hand of fc llowship in behalf of the body. 

6th. Each church shall have three delegates and no 
more, who shall be entitled to seats in the body and to 
vote. All ministers of the same faith and order are invited 
to sit with us, to aid us in counsel 

7th. The Association shall neither answer nor debate 
any query on gospel doctrine, except it be merely to ex 
plain the articles of faith of this Association 

Sth. Every motion made and seconded shall be re 
duced to writing if requested by any member. and shall be 
considered by the Association except it withdrawn by th: 
mover before discussion 

9th. Motion made andelost shall not be recorded in 
the minutes unless so ordered at the time 


i0th. If any proposition or motion under debate con 





tains two or more points, it shall be divided at the request 
of any member, and the vote taken on rach point separately. 

Lith. Only one member shall speak at a time, who 
+ shall rise from his seat and address the Moderator. He 
; shall confine himself to the subject properly in debate, cast 
no reflection on the Association or any member thereof 
and shall not be interrupted while speaking 


i i2th. No person shall speak more than three times 


>

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on the same subject without leave of the Association. 

13th. The Moderator shall have the privilege of 
speaking on any subject in debate, the chair being pre- 
viously filled. ~He shall rise fromi his seat and put the 
question to the body. 

i4th. The Moderator shall decide questions of order, 
but appeal from such decision may be taken to the whole 
body which shall decide without debate. 

15th. A majority of the members present shall be 
necessary to carry any motion or proprosition and the Mod- 
erator shall vote as other members when the vote is taken. 

16th. “Committees shall be appointed by the Modera-
